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NEVER MISS THE SATURDAY PAPER. 
Because it’s the skimpiest and least- 
circulated edition of the week, it’s 
the venue of choice for lowballing 
the stories the government can’t 
completely cover up. September 24’s 
New York Times, for example, con- 
tained the bombshell revelation that 
the US government continues to tor- 
ture innocent men, women, and chil- 
dren in Iraq. 

An army captain and two 
sergeants from the elite 82nd Air- 
bome Division confirm previous 
reports that Bagram and other con- 
centration camps in US-occupied 
Afghanistan are a kind of Torture 
University, where American troops 
are taught how to abuse prisoners 
who have neither been charged with 
nor found guilty of any crime. “The 
soldiers told Human Rights Watch 
that while they were serving in 
Afghanistan,” reports The Times, 
“they learned the stress techniques 
[sic] from watching Central Intelli- 
gence Agency operatives interrogat- 
ing prisoners.” Veterans who served 
as prison guards in Afghanistan 
went on to apply their newfound 
knowledge at Abu Ghraib and other 
facilities in US-occupied Iraq. 

One of the sergeants, his name 
withheld to protect him from Penta- 
gon reprisals, confirms that torture 
continued even after the Abu Ghraib 
scandal broke. “We still did it, but 
we were careful,” he told HRW. 

The latest sordid revelations con- 
cern Tiger Base on the border with 
Syria, and Camp Mercury, near Fal- 
lujah, the Iraqi city leveled by US 
bombs in a campaign that officials 
claimed would finish off the insur- 
gent movement. After the army told 
him to shut up over the course of 17 
months—tacit proof that the top 
brass condones torture—a frustrated 
Captain Ian Fishback wrote to two

What torture? 


Nobody really seems to mind that the US continues to abuse prisoners 


KICKS FOR KICKS 

“We would give them blows to 
the head, chest, legs, and stomach, 
and pull them down, kick dirt on 
them,” one sergeant said. “This hap- 
pened every day... We did it for 
amusement.” Another soldier says 
detainees were beaten with a broken 
chemical light stick: “That made 
them glow in the dark, which was 
real funny, but it burned their eyes, 
and their skin was irritated real 
bad.” An off-duty cook told an Iraqi 
prisoner “to bend over, and then 
broke the guy’s leg with a... metal 
bat.” The sergeant continues: “1 
know that now. It was wrong. There 
are a set of standards. But you gotta 
understand, this was the norm." 

Torture, condemned by civilized 
nations and their citizens since the 
Renaissance, has continued to be 
carried out in prisons and intern- 
ment camps in every nation. But 
save for a few exceptions, such as 
France's overt torture of Algerian 
independence fighters during the 
late 1950s, it has been hidden away, 
lied about, and condemned when 
exposed. Torture is shameful. It is 
never official policy. That changed in 
the United States after 9/11. Current 
attorney general Alberto Gonzales 
authored a convoluted legal memo 
to George W. Bush justifying torture 
Defense secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
joked about forcing prisoners to 
stand all day and officially sanc- 
tioned keeping them naked and 
threatening them with vicious dogs. 
Ultimately Bush declared that US 
forces in Afghanistan would ignore 
the Geneva Conventions. By 2004 a 
third of Americans told pollsters that 
they didn’t have a problem with tor- 
ture. 

Torture has been normalized 

By Monday, September 26, the 
story of torture at Camps Tiger and 
Mercury to which New York Times 
editors had granted page one treat- 
ment two days earlier, had vanished 
entirely. Only a few papers, such as 
the Seattle Times and Los Angeles 
Times, ran follow-ups. i

DYNAMICS OF DENIAL 

In his 2000 book Unspeakable Acts, 
Ordinary People: The Dynamics of Tor- 
ture John Conroy presciently 
describes the surprising means by 
which democracies are actually 
more susceptible to becoming “tor- 
ture societies” than dictatorships: 
where “notorious regimes have fall- 
en, there has been a public acknowl 
edgement that people were tortured 
In democracies of long standing in 
which torture has taken place, how- 
ever, denial takes hold and official 
acknowledgement is extremely slow 
in coming, if it appears at all.” Con- 
roy goes on to describe the “fairly 
predictable” stages of governmental 
response: 

First, writes Conroy, comes 
“absolute and complete denial.” 
Rumsfeld told Congress in 2004 that 
the US had followed Geneva “to the 
letter” in Afghanistan and Iraq 

The second stage,” he says, is “to 
minimize the abuse.” Republican 
mouthpiece Rush Limbaugh com- 
pared the murder and mayhem at 
Abu Ghraib to fraternity hazing ritu- 
als. 

Next is “to disparage the 
victims.” Bush 
Administration 
officials and 
right-wing pun- 
dits call the vic- 
tims of torture in 
US custody “terror- 
ists,” implying that 
detainees— 
who are 
not 
charged 
because 
there is no 
evidence 
against 
them— 
deserve what- 
ever they get 
Dick Cheney 
called victims of 
torture at Guan- 
tanamo Bay, 
Cuba (who, 


under US law, are presumed inno- 
cent) “the worst of a very bad lot.” 
Rumsfeld called them “the worst of 
the worst.” 

Other government tactics include 
charging “that those who take up 
the cause of those tortured are aid- 
ing the enemies of the state” (Right- 
wing bloggers have smeared me asa 
“terrorist sympathizer” because | 
argue against torture); denying that 
torture is still occurring (numerous 
Bush Administration officials 
claimed that Abu Ghraib marked the 
end of the practice); placing “the 
blame on a few bad apples” (the 
classic Fox News-Bush trope); and 
pointing out that “someone else 
does or has done much worse 
things” (the beheadings of Western 
hostages by Iraqi jihadi organiza- 
tions was used to justify torturing 
Iraqis who didn’t belong to those 
groups) 

Bear in mind 
Conroy 


wrote his book in 2000, before Bush 
seized power and more than a year 
before 9/11 was given as a pretext 
for legalizing torture. 

Citing the case of widespread and 
proven torture of arrestees by Chica- 
go cops, Conroy noted: “It wasn’‘ta 
case of five people... doing nothing 
or acting slowly, it was a case of mil- 
lions of people knowing of an emer- 
gency and doing nothing. People 
looked about, saw no great crusade 
forming, saw protests only from the 
usual agitators, and assumed there 
was no cause for alarm. Responsibil- 
ity was diffused. Citizens offended 
by torture could easily retreat into 
the notion that they lived in a just 
world, that the experts would sort 
things out.”

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CJSR finds itself behind the doughball 


CAMPUS/COMMUNITY RADIO STA- 
tion CJSR is currently only ankle 
deep in donations from listeners 
during its annual FunDrive: at this 
point last year the station was up 
to its knees. 

Fans of the station may have 
their reasons for overlooking the 
invaluable little station, housed in 
a basement corner of the U of A’s 
Student's Union Building, accord- 
ing to CJSR administration manag- 
er James Baumgartner. 

“We are now a registered chari- 
ty, as opposed to past years: we 
were a non profit society. It’s a lit- 
tle bit different as far as fundrais- 
ing restrictions,” says Baumgart- 
ner, who explains that because of 
restrictions the station has to give 
listeners less swag this year for 
their contributions. 

Baumgartner also speculates 
that their listeners’ contributions to 
causes like hurricane Katrina may 
be a factor in the drop in dona- 
tions. 

“| think people have been giving 
to the very needy, very important 
causes lately. Their charity budget 
is all worn out. Hopefully there is 
still room in people’s hearts for 
local organizations.” 

Baumgartner has taken into 
account that rising gas prices may 
have also imposed on people's 
donation money. He is suggesting 


that when people receive their 
prosperity bonuses from the 
provincial government they con- 
sider giving a portion of that 
money to charity. 

“What I think is a good way to 
spend a $400 bonus is to give $100 
to one charity and $100 to another 
charity like CJSR. We even have a 
flag level of $400. If they give us 
their whole prosperity cheque we 
give them every thing we’ve got.” 

Besides their diverse musical 
programming, CJSR provides 
numerous services to the commu- 
nity, offering alternative news and 
information programs like the BBC 
World News and Counter Spin. 
The station also provides program- 
ming in ten different languages. 

The station is built on the princi- 
ple of providing radio for the pub- 
lic by the public and is run almost 
entirely run by volunteers. CJSR 
has a limited commercial license, 
meaning that it can air a limited 
amount of advertising.

music. Thomas Trofimuk, a founding 
Raving Poets member and coordina- 
tor of The Roar, is tired, but happy as 
the first annual event draws closer. 
“It’s been incredibly successful so far,” 
he exclaims. “T’ve actually had to say 
no toa half a dozen people over the 
last few days. It’s past the deadline 
and we're full up for performers.” 

This shouldn't come as a surprise; 
as Trofimuk notes, the number of 
organizations and individuals dedi- 
cating themselves to the spoken word 
in Edmonton has grown dramatically 
over the years. The Olive Reading 
Series, the Stroll of Poets, Writers Inc 
and Raving Poets will all be represent- 
ed at the festival, along with well- 
known names like Mingus Tourette 
and Sheri-D Wilson. “What we tried 
to do was invite everyone, whether 
it’s poetry, or prose with funny line 
breaks, posing as poetry, and the 
response has been incredible.” 

The festival launch at noon takes 
place at the Starbucks on 125th Street 
and features Edmonton’s Poet Laure- 
ate, Alice Major, who will present 
some new young voices from the 
streets of the city. After that, the festi- 
val kicks off in earnest as a glut of 
word bandiers jostle for your atten- 
tion all along 124th street. Each poet 
has been given a five minute spot at 
one of the many Roar venues, among 
them The Acquired Tastes Tea Com- 
pany, The Dish Bistro & Runaway 
Catering, and Laurie Greenwood’s 
Volume II. 

“We decided to do something 
slightly different from the stroll, and 
different from the Raving Poets,” 
explains Trofimuk. “T think that we've 
succeeded. We called it spoken word 
to open up all the borders and went 
out of our way to make sure that all 
the groups in Red Deer and Calgary 
were invited as well.” 

You could say that what The Roar 
organizers are doing is attempting to 
bring poetry back to the people, into 
the coffee shops, bars and other public 
venues.

* Is available in Alberta over-the-counter. Make sure you call the pharmacy to 
ensure they carry ECP. 


* Works by interfering with ovulation, thus preventing fertilization, and not by dis- 

rupting events that occur after fertilization. This dispels the myth that it functions 

as an abortion pill of any sort, because it is most successful in stopping ovulation 
and has very limited function in terminating a pregnancy once it has occurred. 


* Can be taken up to 5 days after unprotected intercourse. Although ECP is more 
effective the sooner you take it. ECP is 82% effective if taken within 72 hours of 


unprotected intercourse 


* Is intended for emergencies. If you are sexually active on a regular basis using 
a longer-term method of birth control is generally more effective.

Parental Consent Issues 
Regarding Access to Abortion 


The physicians office is often a location where the right’s and wishes of a parent may 
conflict with the rights and wishes of a youth. Recently, we have had some public 
inquiry around the issue of parental consent in regards to reproductive health. More 
specifically the questions have been around why a woman under the age of 18 can 
access abortion services without the consent of a parent or guardian? As an agency 
who services youth and work closely with young women, we understand that not all 
youth have parents or guardians who would be considered allies, particularly around 
issues of sexual health and decision-making. Some youth face issues of physical, 
emotional and sexual abuse or threats of homelessness in the face of crisis or con- 
flict with their parents. As a result, it is understandable that youth in these situations 
do not involve their parents in the decision-making process. 

Interestingly enough, when questioned surrounding the issue we decided to do 
some research into our own statistics with young people under the age of 18. We 
looked over a six month period in 2005. What we found created a very positive por- 
trait of how youth access our services and answered a lot of the concerns brought 
forth by the public surrounding young women accessing services without parental 
consent 

Overall only 20% of the clients we see around pregnancy related issues are under 
the age of 18. Of this 20%, 79% of them access our services with the support of an 
adult. So this means that an adult attended the appointment with them and in most 
cases would be involved in the session in some capacity. Only 20% of the people 
under the age of 18 accessed our services without an adult and in these cases they

came with a friend or relative the same age as them. Only 1 client in the past three 
months was under the age of 18 and accessed our service with no support person at 
all. However, this particular individual was living in an independent living situation (liv- 
ing on her own, involved in the child welfare system). These numbers indicate that 
young women are seeking out parental or adult support before even entering into the 
decision-making process. In a lot of circumstances young women are looking for the 
support of an adult and would prefer to have them involved in the process versus 
confronting the issue alone. Although the women can access the service without the 
consent of a parent they are, in the majority of cases, choosing to access the service 
with the support of an adult. 

One of the primary concerns voiced by the some of the public who are concerned 
about the lack of parental consent was surrounding the large age gap between the 
women accessing the abortion and the boyfriend who may be several years older. 
We understand this can be concerning and brings up the question of sexual abuse 
or simply power differentials in relationships. We have seen this at times through our 
counselling services. However, what our statistics indicated was there were approxi- 
mately 4 clients who accessed our services with a person they identified as their 
boyfriend. In these cases each time the woman was 17 years old and the boyfriend 
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was 18 years old. A 17 year old coupled with an 18 year old often means there is 
less than a 1 year difference in their age and they are socially and cognitively at sim- 
ilar developmental stages. 

The third area of concern brought forth by the public was the issue of young 
women perhaps not understanding the procedure or any possible consequences of 
the behavior. In Alberta, the decision surrounding whether to involve parental con- 
sent or not is based on the mature minor doctrine. This means “a minor has the 
capacity to consent if he or she understands the nature of the medical treatment in 
question and the consequences of proceeding with or refusing the treatment.” In the 
case of the abortion provider in Edmonton, if they have concems surrounding the 
maturity of the young women the provider can request the involvement of a parent or 
guardian in the procedure. At Planned Parenthood, we often encourage young peo- 
ple to involve a support person in the process to ensure the woman is feeling safe 
and supported. The clinic as well in Edmonton encourages women to involve a sup- 
port person for the same reasons. However, after researching our statistics it is evi- 
dent that in the majority of cases women under the age of 18 already have a support 
person in place who is a parent, guardian or trusted adult in their life. 

We need not be overly concerned about how youth are accessing these services 
as it appears they seem to have their own health and emotional well being as a pri- 
ority without having to be asked or prompted. It is evident that youth want to be sup- 
ported during this process and are regularly finding this from parents, guardians or 
significant adults in their lives. We want to be careful about imposing parental con- 
sent however, because we know there are young women and people who don't 
have the luxury of a healthy supportive relationship with the adults in their lives. We 
don’t want to create more barriers for them in accessing services around reproduc- 
tive health or abortion because they cannot find an adult to consent.

This can be a very common experience. In fact, many boys/men also lose 
their erections during sexual intercourse.

Although, pharmaceutical companies would love 
you to pop a pill to solve your limp ways, this is usually not necessary. 
These situations most likely occur when boys or men are concerned about 
their penis (is it big enough? does it smell? what if | cum?, etc.). When 
you are receiving oral sex, try to concentrate on the wonderful feelings and 
sensations. Don’t put too much pressure on yourself to perform, just relax 
and enjoy yourself. If you focus on the pleasure you won't lose your erec- 
tion as often.

Furthermore, when a man is aroused his testicles 
fill with blood (vasocongest) and grow about 15%. This too can be painful if 
the blood remains in the testes for an extended length of time. This pain 
can be relieved from ejaculating or it will just go away on its own.

HO HE IS TODAY 


After three decades of energizing Edmonton culture, 
Brian Webb pilots his dance company into a new era 


Alberta boy. I grew up in the 
Drumheller area, which I think had 
a huge influence on me—in terms 
of my feelings about space, my love 
of the prairie, which is real; it’s not 
fake or romantic.

LEARNING NOT TO ACT 

Webb was first exposed to mod- 
ern dance while studying acting in 
the BFA program at the University 
of Alberta, through Jacqueline Ogg 
and Charlene Tarver, co-founders 
of the Alberta Contemporary Dance 
Theatre, of which Brian Webb was 
an original member, along with Bob 
Baker, now artistic director of the 
Citadel Theatre. 

“Those two women were both so 
encouraging to me, so that before I 
could really even dance, I was 
choreographing 90 per cent of my 
dances, My first dance with them 
was this 45-minute extravaganza— 
well, I didn’t really know anything 
about making dances—but they 
encouraged that kind of creativity, 
which is a real cornerstone of my 
beliefs as well and still what I 
believe today about dance.” 

“And | have to say, even today at 
54, I'm totally addicted to dance. 
It’s my life. It’s what I believe in. I 
often say it’s through dance that 
I'mable to relate to myself. And 
then, by that, I can relate to the rest 
of the community. Dance is such a 
phenomenal way of coming to

NEW YORK: STATE OF MIND 
By the time Webb finished his 
degree, he knew he wanted to be a 
dancer.

It was the decade 
of the dance boom, an era that 
spawned such greats as Alvin 
Ailey, Trisha Brown, Twyla Tharp, 
Paul Taylor, and Merce Cunning- 
ham.

“I think my work always 
had a strong sexual content that 
people didn’t know quite how to 
relate to. But even so, Brian Webb 
Dance Company had an audience 
from the day go here in Edmon- 
ton.”

“[ really feel my work has a con- 
Sistent theme of exploring who lam 
today. I dance very much as a mid- 
dle-aged man. I don’t try to be some- 
thing I’m not. I think it’s kind of sad 
when people take on roles when 
they are playing someone much 
younger than who they really are. 
My work is always based on who I 
am today. If someone was going to 
do a retrospective of my work, I’m 
sure that’s what they would see.” 

Webb describes his dancing as 
“very physical, it uses the floor, 
there's a lot of fall and recovery, 
weight is important, and leading 
from the head is key. I’m still really 
interested in what the body can do, 
and what my body can do at differ- 
ent periods in my life. So the vocabu- 
lary is always evolving.” 

And while Webb’s work is based 
on self-representation, it rarely 
comes off as self-indulgent. “It’s pret- 
ty analytical about the self,” says 
Webb. “I'm pretty hard on myself, 
but one of the things you learn is that 
you have to have compassion for 
yourself, and once you do that, your 
work tends to grow. People recog- 
nize the compassion in the work and 
it brings people to it in a generous 
way. That was a big revelation for 
me. When you start presenting work 
ina very open way, still about the 
self, not in “a woe is me’ kind of way, 
more honest than that, people then 
want to tell you their story.

WHAT DO WE REALLY MEAN WHEN 
we say “hello” to each other as we 
rush through our hurried days? 
Choreographer Vincent Mantsoe 
wants to know. In Soweto, South 
Africa, where he grew up, the act of 
greeting friends took at least 30 min- 
utes. That ritual is the source of his 
NDAA, one of two solos he'll per- 
form to open the Brian Webb Dance 


Company season. 

Mantsoe’s choreography centers 
on African culture and ritual. His 
mother, grandmother, and aunts are 
all sangomas or healers. Learning 
about their secret ceremonies con- 
nected him to a mystical world that 
inspires him to enter a trance state 
during performance. 

He absorbs what he calls “soul 
air,’ the auras of ancestors and other 
humans, from within the air he 
breathes. “We cannot see the essence 
of our soul or its existence,” he says, 
but, according to Mantsoe, what he 
calls “the flesh of the soul” mixes

with ritual movement to bring him 
into another state of consciousness. 

On stage, Mantsoe grimaces and 
gestures to us from another world, 
but the choreography is precise, 
complex—improvisation has no part 
in Mantsoe’s work—with movement 
carefully chosen for its symbolism 
and spiritual nature. 

Nevertheless, he is careful about 
adapting ritual movement and cere- 
mony for the stage, because the 
source of movement was never 
intended for performance. He calls 
his work “Afro-Fusion,” a mixture of 
Western and African dance that he 
adapted from studying dance with 
Sylvia Glasser, a South African 
dancer/choreographer. She strives 
to unite Western and African cul- 
tures through dance and music. 

Mantsoe dances to pre-recorded 
music that combines traditional 

ments from different areas of 
ica. NDAA includes music from 
Ethiopia and Kenya; music for the 
second dance, Motswa Hole (pro- 
nounced hulay), is from Rwanda. 

Motswa Hole means “person from 
far away.” The piece is a cleansing 
ritual, incorporating a large ceremo- 
nial bow] filled with water. “Water is 
a very powerful tool for healing,” 
Mantsoe says. “When someone 
passes (away) or there is a wedding, 
we wash as a cleansing ritual.” 

In performance, he splashes water 
across the stage, or sprinkles some of 
it on the audience, almost as a form 
of a blessing. He has been compared 
toa priest or a medium. 

Mantsoe himself might be the per- 
son from far away, but his ideas are 
universal.

FITTING FOR A LOVING MUSICAL THE- 
atre homage to the power of com- 
munity, France Levasseur-Ouimet’s 
musical Entre deux pays (Between Two 
Countries) features the talents of 37 
talented Franco-Albertans from all 
walks of life. 

“The play features a range of 
actors, musicians, and dancers from 
eight years of age to people in their 
70s,” says Levasseur-Ouimet, noting 
that the talent levels are as varied, 
swinging from newbies treading the 
boards for the first time to experts in 
the theatre field. This is the third 
community-based musical the popu- 
lar writer and retired Faculté St. Jean 
professor has penned and the 20th 
play she’s written. 

The family-friendly “fairy tale in 
two acts” is the season opener for 
the French-language L’UniThéatre, 
playing the theatre space at La Cité 
Francophone (8627-91 Street) from 
October 6th to 16th. 

“The fact that you have all kinds 
of people is the reason why we do 
these shows and it’s also.a very priv- 
ileged moment, to get together and 
work as a community to create an 
event. For starters it gives you an 
opportunity to discover or utilize 
skills that all these people have, and 
it underlines that we have all the 
expertise we need in the Francopho- 
ne community to produce a show 
which is a powerful unifying thing,” 
she says. 

According to Levasseur-Ouimet, 
her attitudes to community don’t 
just apply to the production of her

large-scale musicals but can be 
applied to the larger socio-political 
level. “Modern life doesn’t often 
allow people to really live and work 
at the level of the community, which 
is one of several comments about 
contemporary life the play makes.” 

Set in fairy tale logic, Entre deux 
pays is a full-blown allegory, Lev- 
asseur-Ouimet says, telling the story 
of “good King Louis XX’s small and 
poor kingdom” fighting to prevent 
its culture and traditions from being 
swallowed up by the wealthy, tech- 
nologically-advanced country of the 
“evil Queen Lizabeth.” 

“Because it’s a fairy tale, it can 
read at several different levels,” she 
says. “Asa good fairy tale it features 
a good and a bad monarch, it also 
has other layers that refer to different

forces that the community also fights 
in its efforts to not lose language and 
traditions. For example, you have 
more traditional and more modern 
factions within a community who 
differ about how to deal with the 
future. Personally, I like to read the 
piece on the level of the fairy tale.” 

Levasseur-Ouimet says the musi- 
cal genre makes it both easier and 


harder to produce. “For the author, 
the musical makes it easier because 
it gives you a whole other voice. 

“The hard side is that you have to 
write music, find somebody to do 
the arranging [Robert Walsh] and 
then worry about all the technical 
concerns like mics, vocal coaching 
[the latter undertaken her daughter, 
professional singer Marie-Josée 
Ouimet] and the choreography [Fag- 
nan Renelle], because if you are 
going as far as to have people sing 
and play music, you may as well 
fully commit and have them dance 
rather than just stand there. Yes it’s 
hard, but [the musical component] 
does let the play breath.” 

Holding a doctorate in French- 
Canadian literature, Levasseur- 
Quimet was both a French and edu- 
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cation professor at the Faculté before 
she started writing history texts 
about the Francophone community. 
Retired as a professor, she’s current- 
ly serving as writer-in-residence at 
Faculté and looks forward to pro- 
ducing “more theatre” while she 
does “less teaching.”

It may seem strange the peripatetic 
existence from one super-orderly 
locale to another nourished her 
nascent creativity, but her older broth- 
ers were inspirations. “My brother 
Timothy and I as kids had great play- 
times we would create characters, 
poems, and music. My older brothers 
listened to a lot of fantastic legends 
like Hendrix. I was influenced by their 
exquisite tastes and that brought me 
up musically.” 

In fact, Koslo “desperately” wanted 
to bea musician, but started her stud- 
ies too late to become completely con- 
fident in her abilities. Instead, she 
found herself volunteering at Theatre 
3, the precursor to the celebrated 
Phoenix Theatre while attending

Playing Edmonton is a welcome 
return “home” says Koslo, a definite 
perk ina career that, while magically 
challenging, is incredibly lonely at 
times.

When I'm in Saskatoon or 
Regina in the dead of winter walking 
to my hotel after a solo show, I don’t 
think I could have made a lonelier 
choice.

A CATALYTIC GM 
A HEARTY WELCOME TO CATALYST 
Theatre's new general manager, Amanda 
Walker. 

Ms Walker, freshly arrived from Burling- 
ton, Vermont and as bright as a new penny, 
confided to yours truly that after seeing the 
job posting on the Internet and learning of 
the company's stellar productions such as 
The Blue Orphan and Carmen Angel, she 
couldn't resist the challenge. “The main 
thing is I'm very interested in the company 
and its aesthetic. The building is fantastic 
with immense potential—both for the 
things being done now and in the future.” 

Before arriving on our windswept 
streets, Walker served as the Executive 
Director of Vermont Stage Company. Prior 
to that, as an independent producer in the 
United Kingdom, she presented new pro- 


ductions of La Bohéme and As You Like It at 
the Oxford Playhouse, an international tour 
of The Taming of the Shrew, and theatre in 
education programs. 

As general manager, Walker says that 
despite its smallish size, Catalyst “is a big 
company. Although we have a small capacity 
here, on tours we can play in front of audi- 
ences up to 2500. However, | am truly stim- 
ulated by the art produced by this company 
and support what its doing. It doesn’t mat- 
ter how big or small, it’s the nature of the 
aesthetic core of each story told [that 
counts].” 

It's important, she says, to raise Catalyst’s 
profile in the community. “It’s important for 
more people in the community to be aware 
of us. Anyone can love The Blue Orphan. It 
has local appeal and a prairie aesthetic while 
being part of a larger global mythic land- 


scape. It is very much rooted in Edmonton 
and Alberta, but speaks to a bigger uni- 
verse.” 

New partnerships with the arts commu- 
nity in general are also being fostered—of 
the ten shows to be produced out of the 
space this year, only three are by Catalyst 
That level of cooperation, says the feisty 
GM, is facilitated by what she calls an excep- 
tional community. “I am struck by the 
vibrancy of this community. It's amazing— 
even in a short time here, I've seen how 
mutually supportive everyone is. That's the 
key to a scene where everyone can thrive.” 

Catalyst will formally announce its season 
at the end of the month, but until then, 
there's lots to be done, not least, says 
Walker, exploring her new home “I live 
near the theatre and can walk to work and 
everywhere else. I’m enchanted by Old 
Strathcona.” 


WHO WAS THE 
HEADLESS MAN? 

With a thrill and a chill, the ghouls and 
goblins who run the interFEAR festival 
revealed plans for this year’s ghostly 
shenanigans to run October 27 - 30 at the 
Arts Barns. 


Producer Brenda Knight, who launched 
the event last year confided in my shell-like 
ear that she’s enjoying this year much more. 
“Last year we were creating everything 
from scratch, but this year we have a few 
templates. Everyone is really pumped.” 

The cauldron boils over with ghastly 
treats, such as this year’s mainstage produc- 
tion The Strange and Eerie Memoirs of Billy 
Wuthergloom. The production, to be 
directed by Edmonton's maestro of the 
morose Trevor Schmidt, will come to life 
through the voice and puppet artistry of 
Aaron Talbot. Knight says this is the first 
time playwright Eric Woolfe “has trusted 
someone else with this play.”

SURELY THE MOST OMINOUS WORDS 
heard in any wedding ceremony are 
“til death do us part.” 

You’re together until the Grim 
Reaper himself (or, these days, a 
skilled divorce lawyer) interposes 
his bony hand into connubial bliss 
and ends it all with tears, loneliness, 
and/or alimony. But what if that 
first spouse is lurking just out of 
sight in the shadow lands? And 
what if the marriage ended brutally 
before the end of the honeymoon in 
the first flowering of domestic Nir- 
vana, and now that the second mar- 
riage is going well, the deceased 
beloved is back on the scene? 

Such territory is the purview of 
Noel Coward's 1941 comedy Blithe 
Spirit now opening the Citadel The- 
atre’s 40th season. Penned in under a 
week during the London Blitz, Blithe 
Spirit taps into the heart and guts of 
Charles Condomine’s love life with 
wistful vitriol. Perhaps Coward was 
haunted by the ghosts of the time— 
men cut down in their prime, the 
shells of bombed out buildings—to 
write a divertissement that spoke to 
the times while eliciting gales of 


pares 
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laughter, or maybe he just wanted to 
skewer the stiff British upper lip; 
whatever the case, he handed pos- 
terity a beguiling confection of a 
ghost story with a warm satiric 
heart. 

Director Bob Baker seems to have 
an innate understanding of the Cow- 
ard paradox, that wistful vitriol. This 
production, like 2002’s Present 
Laughter, excavates the vulnerability 
lurking under the spiky dialogue 
and pithy quips. In directing his 
casts to use Coward’s humour emo- 
tionally, Baker's production is rous- 
ingly hilarious, while at the same 
time, imparting a bit of a sting. Look- 
ing at Coward's plays one is tempt- 
ed to say “it’s all in the writing” — 
humour, motivation, emotion and 
pathos—and it is; it takes an intelli- 
gent director to bring all the ele- 
ments to the surface in a human and 
balanced manner which Baker does. 
Strange, exotic creatures though 
Charles and Ruth along with their 
set may be, on the Shoctor stage 
they’re accessible human beings 
(albeit with wit more devastating 
than most). 

The human touch extends to one 
of Coward's most eccentric charac- 
ters, Madam Arcati, the bumbling 
medium who inadvertently, sum- 
mons back a much loved, but rather 
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unwelcome ghost. In Corrine 
Koslo’s side-splitting performance, 
she's a duck-footed, slumped, Miss 
Marple of a flapper. Ridiculous as 
this rural oracle may be, Koslo 
invests her with a formidable digni- 
ty and warm compassion which 
ground her moments on stage, turn- 
ing one of theatre’s most famous 
star-turns into gut-busting complexi- 
ty. This performance is the ly nehpin 
of a fine production. 

The three actors upon whose trials 
and tribulations the play turns are 
excellent as well. Cast as the eternal 
flapper Elvira, Jan Alexandra Smith 
imbues the spoilt rich girl with a 
sexy and mischievous womanliness. 
Sashaying around Leslie Frankish’s 
chintz appointed library ina slinky 
bias-cut nightie, Smith is delightfully 
roguish in her yearning to come 
back to her first husband. 

Brigitte Robinson's starchy Ruth 
(the second wife) is sympathetic 
too—Ruth could be a bitch (and she 
is at times), but Robinson hits all the 
right notes as the woman who’s 
being cheated on. The very tall Juan 
Chioran as the uxorious Charles 
brings a Rex Harrison-esque charm 
to the production, while his emo- 
tional whiplash is both compelling 
and funny to behold. 

Blithe Spirit is a confection to be 
savored. Unwrap it and revel in it at 
your leisure: such stage magic 
doesn’t come around too often.

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THEY'RE A BILINGUAL TAG-TEAM, AND 
no wonder. 

Playwright Francois Archambault 
and translator Bobby Theodore, who 
has rendered two of Archambault’s 
play s into English, enjoy a close work- 
ing relationship bolstered by their abili- 
ty to play a mean game of tennis. 

In town to celebrate the launch of the 
English translation of The Leisure Society, 
now playing at Theatre Network, they 
affably finish each other's sentences 
while tucking into the breakfast buffet 
ata downtown hotel. It’s difficult to 
believe the affable Archambault, gra- 
cious and generous came up with the 
tragically comic antics displayed in his 
vitriolic modem parable, but he did 
thanks toa relatively new presence in 
his life 

“The genesis of this play was diffi- 
cult. | went through a very long 
process. I was staying at home [with 
my new daughter] as my girlfriend is 
an actress. I thought I'd be able to write 


| w hile rocking the baby. I realized that 
was not possible. My new rei ality was a 


shock. I had to look at my priorities. 
What do I want from life. I realized I 
was privileged to be present for this 
child and I wondered what people 
with real jobs do when a child arrives.” 

So the Governor General Award 
winning playwright drew on his expe- 
rience of growing up in suburbia 
among the “big, beautiful houses.” 
Grinning wickedly he says, “ like to 
write about these people because they 
scare me. I began to imagine a 
metaphor for a consuming society. I 
wanted to draw a picture of a perfect 
world where a young couple would 
have everything they wanted in life, 
but what's hiding behind it all?” 

Viewing the moral morass on open- 
ing night, says Bobby Theodore, was a 
shattering experience, not least because 
he finds Archambault’s work to be, for 
the most part hopeful. “Tt sent me into.a 
state of panic; it put me ina state of dis- 
comfort—it scared me. It was about 
what the playwright made me feel— 
lost, without hope, despairing. I felt that 
was unfair and what right did he have 
to make me feel that way?” 
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Not the best reaction towards a 
good friend’s new opus perhaps, but 
Theodore reflecting upon the power of 
the piece clamored for the opportunity 
to translate it. Five years earlier, 
Theodore’s translation of Archam- 
bault’s Governor General Award win- 
ning play 15 Seaondes had garnered 
him a GG nomination of his own. 

Theodore sees himself as a con- 
duit—not the great translator bringing 
the playwright to the masses, but as 
another voice delivering the story. 
“(The play is] perfect and a work of art. 
I have to make sure that when I've 
done my job, it reaches all the hard 
work he’s done. If I drop the ball then 
it’s over. The relationship has a lot of 
respect. That's key. I respect everything 
he’s done and I try not to lose any- 
thing.” 

There are some changes in the trans- 
lation as complex name-play doesn’t 
exactly work in English the way it does 
in French and some concepts had to be 
smoothed out. In fact, the English pro- 
duction which premiered in Calgary 
was a lot less explicit than the Montreal 
premiere. Archambault says that given 
the play’s content—the couple pursu- 
ing the almighty dollar—he was sur- 
prised by the success in Calgary. “1 
think it was it was very courageous of 
[Alberta Theatre Projects’ ] Bob White 
to program it given the audience. They 
focused on the comedy aspect. It wasa 
good choice for the audience it had. 
Had he taken the Montreal production 
and put it there, I think after 15 min- 
utes people would have walked out. 
But they loved it” 

“It’s a testament of the play’s power, 
says Theodore. “It’s the same text and 

we didn’t cut anything, but they were 
able to bring out the same messages 
except it was funnier and broader. It 
actually sold the most tickets of any of 
the runs.” 

And that, both say is a good thing— 
because in the end The Leisure Society 
forces the onlooker to take responsibili- 
ty for his or her own actions and truly 
be careful for what they wish.

ATOM EGOYAN IS THE FIRST PERSON 
to admit that he’s on strange turf. In 
Where the Truth Lies, his latest film, 
Egoyan has created a stylish film 
noir and a hugely entertaining 
movie about the broken friendship 
between a fictional Hollywood duo, 
played by Kevin Bacon and Colin 
Firth. 

It all feels strange because the 
film—shot in L.A. with two big- 
name stars and a much bigger bud- 
get than he’s used to—just seems so 
un-Egoyan. That is, until you give it 
a bit more thought. 

The film is based on the novel by 


Rupert Holmes, the British compos- 
er and playwright, marking the third 
time (after The Sweet Hereafter and 
Felicia’s Journey) that Egoyan has 
adapted from a literary source. The 
plot has the lives of two performers 
(Bacon and Firth, who are playing 
characters clearly inspired by Jerry 
Lewis and Dean Martin) come 
undone when a naked woman is 
found drowned in their hotel suite. 
Both have alibis and are cleared of 
any charges, but the trauma effec- 
tively ends their working relation- 
ship. Fifteen years later, a young 
journalist attempts to find out pre- 
cisely what happened to the team, 
why they broke up and what the 
mystery is surrounding the dead 
woman.

Indeed, Where the Truth Lies isa 
mystery, but it’s done Egoyan style.

sions. As one might expect of a film- 
maker as meditative as Egoyan, he 
devours the very genre he’s also cel- 
ebrating. 

As well, Egoyan has set out to 
make a film that’s more accessible 
than his earlier films, which have 
made him a darling on the interna- 
tional film festival circuit but have 
also left mainstream audiences a bit 
chilly. Where the Truth Lies is an orgy 
of fun for those intrigued by Holly- 
wood lore. It’s fiction, but when 
watching it, you can certainly see 
where Holmes was drawing his 
inspiration from.

If Egoy- 
an wanted this to have traction at the 
box office, his aspirations have been 
stunted.

ica (MPAA) has stamped the film 
with the dreaded NC-17 rating, 
meaning that Where the Truth Lies 
will have a much harder time 
screening in your local multiplex. 
With teenagers make up a large part 
of the moviegoing public, the rating 
restricts a huge chunk of a film’s 
potential audience. “This is greatly 
limiting how many people can see 
the film,” Egoyan says with a sigh. 

The director did work to try to 
appease the notoriously prudish 
MPAA, re-cutting the film after its 
premiere at Cannes. But one 
sequence in particular, a now- 
famous threesome between a 
woman and Bacon and Firth, was 
apparently too much for the MPAA 
to take. Interestingly enough, Egoy- 
an feels it wasn’t the potentially gay

“really think it’s because of the 
stars. Firth and Bacon are big, and 
having them in this situation, | feel, is 
what freaked out the MPAA. But 
you know what? Ina sense, we'll 
never really know. In Ontario, the 
ratings board rules were laid out 
very clearly indeed. If you showed 
someone vomiting or peeing, then 
you got a different rating. The 
MPAA operates in a much different 
way. They function on a gut feeling. 
It’s entirely subjective and impossible 
to predict.” 


MEDIA MISSILE 

As well, Egoyan has been a bit put 
off by some of the media response to 
Where the Truth Lies. Undeniably jar- 
ring was a Globe and Mail missile sent 
Egoyan’s way—a dressing down 
written by the paper’s chief film crit- 
ic, Rick Groen. The piece, which ran 
one week before the all-important 
Toronto International Film Festival 
kicked off, unfavourably compared 
Egoyan to the country’s other star 
auteur, David Cronenberg, whose A 
History of Violence also screened at the 
festival 

“The piece was quite far-reaching, 
in that it really spoke about my entire 
career. It’s difficult, because I love the 
work of David and I'm friends with 
him. If someone had said to me 15 
years ago that my work would be 
compared to that of Cronenberg’, I 
would have told them they were 
nuts. I'ma great admirer. My main 
concern is for the message this sends 
out to young filmmakers in Canada. 
Are we to believe that we are sucha 
small pond that there’s really only 
room for one at the top? That’s what 
bothered me the most about the cen- 
tral argument of the piece.”

FOR THOSE WHO WANT MORE OUT OF 
their sci-fi adventures than the 
orderliness of Star Trek or the easy 
good versus evil morality of Star 
Wars, look no further than Serenity, 
writer-director Joss Whedon’s big- 
screen continuation of his lamenta- 
bly short-lived 2003 Fox TV series 
Firefly. The intricate show was an 
unfortunate victim of a network 
that chose to air the explanatory 
two-hour pilot only after canceling 
the show eleven episodes into its 
run. 

Freed from such foolishness on 


the big screen, Whedon has created 
a fascinating western/film noir 
hybrid with just a dash of the Buffy 
creator's sardonic sense of humor. 
His vision of the future is bleaker to 
be sure, but Whedon has wisely 
balanced things with a sense of 
hope for society. That he can com- 
bine this with some good old fash- 
ioned Western action and dialogue 
is remarkable. Edmonton's Nathan 
Fillion is in the lead, and he is 
equally adept at balancing the

FILM ADAPTATIONS OF CLASSIC BOOKS 
are fraught with expectation. How 
closely will it follow the text? Or 
will it “update” the story with con- 
temporary vernacular and attire 
(take your pick of any of the Julia 
Stiles Shakespeares)? Or a combi- 
nation of both, as in the brilliant 
Ian McKellen version of Richard II? 

Roman Polanski does neither. 
His Oliver Twist is very much Dick- 
ensian, using all the vaguely famil- 
iar British TV actors and a cast of 
ragamuffins that look fashionably 
shabby in what might pass as 
Prada: layers of shrunken jackets 
and cropped tweed pants. 

But that’s not to say that his ver- 
sion is stuffy and staid; far from it. 
By sticking to the essence of the 
book, Polanski makes the Industri- 
al age seem like a nightmare era, 
but with social problems not 
entirely removed from our own, 


relevant in the age of the post-dis- 
aster conundrum of what to do 
with all the people left behind with 
no home, no money, and no 
prospects, or of the global problem 
of child labour and abuse. 

The movie opens on a drawing 
of an English countryside, fading 
into a sepia-toned reality that 
never manages to scrub itself clean 
of the hazy city air or street dust. 
As expected, we meet the slight- 
shouldered Oliver (Barney Clark) 
as he is taken to the orphan’s 
workhouse with the other children 
forced to unravel used rope to 
reclaim the usable fibres. They 
sleep in rows of wooden boxes, 
they’re fed slop, he asks for more. 
Awful. 

From then on, it’s a rollercoaster 
of disappointments and dashed 
hopes as 10-year-old Oliver runs 
away to be at the mercy of the 
streets of London, where he starts 
running with the Artful Dodger, 
Fagin, etc. etc. 

Oliver himself is not very inter- 


his crew are now eking out a liv- 
ing on the fringes of space pulling 
whatever job they can get, legal or 
not. 

It’s obvious that Whedon grew 
up loving old-fashioned shoot-em- 
ups and the humour that some- 
times leavened the action. Fillion to 
spin wit while staying true to Mal’s 
Searchers-era John Wayne roots is a 
testament to his decade-long 
apprenticeship in soaps, sitcoms, 
and film supporting roles. But it is 
Glau’s River whose fateful adven- 
tures drive Serenity as she becomes 
the catalyst for the dark underpin- 
nings of the Alliance’s utopian mas- 
ter plan, embracing her destiny. 
They are both captivating to a first- 
time viewer and deeply satisfying 
toa diehard Firefly fan. No doubt 
heartened by strong DVD sales and 
a worldwide devoted fan base, 
Whedon has created a unique sci-fi 
antidote for George Lucas’s prefab 
blandness.

esting. He’s a blank, swept away 
by the will of others and weeping 
at his own misery. Deemed to have 
“sensitivity” or “innocence,” it’s a 
mystery how he became that way 
when the other boys learn, like ani- 
mals, to fight for their survival. 

Ben Kingsley, on the other hand, 
plays Fagin with a tenderness that 
you might not expect, and when 
Oliver says that he is grateful for 
his kindness, it’s genuine. We bare- 
ly get enough of Harry Eden as the 
Artful Dodger, but every once ina 
while we get a tiny glimpse of the 
child behind the swagger of a 
young master pickpocket. 

But this is a world of caricature, 
and any attempts to understand 
the characters with 21st Century 
psychology are an impossible lux- 
ury here in the flophouses of Dick- 
ens’ London. 

Watching this movie is very 
much like reading, page by page: 
it’s very straightforward and liter- 
al. Strain, if you must, to find paral- 
lels to Katrina victims lined up on 
the floor of the Astrodome, or the 
misery of offshore sweatshops, or 
even the erosion of Canada’s social 
welfare by those who think that it’s 
easy to pull yourself out of the cir- 
cumstances of birth. Polanski’s Oliv- 
er Twist is, and it is not, about where 
weare today. Brilliant.

more than it first appears. 

Based on the best selling “chick- 
lit” novel by Jennifer Weiner, In Her 
Shoes is a smart, heart-warming 
story of love and forgiveness. It’s not 
that chick-lit can’t be all that and 
more... it’s just that this film plays on 
the presumption of stereotypes in 
order to smash them down. 

It’s true that the hottest new 
Monolo Blahniks and Jimmy Choos 
are at the forefront of many scenes, 
but as we meet straight-laced Rose 
(played flawlessly by Australian 
chameleon Toni Colette) and her 
out-of-control baby sister, Maggie 
(Cameron Diaz), fashionable 
footwear is no longer the storys sole 
preoccupation. Maggie just wants to 
have fun and adamantly does— 
much to everyone else's dismay. She 
can’t hold down a job and couldn't 
finish school. She’s promiscuous and 
really good at it. In her sister’s own 
words, “She's real pretty, but really 
stupid.” Frumpy and straight-laced, 


Rose is a successful (albeit lonely) 
lawyer spending most of her time 
preoccupied with anything but her 
own happiness. 

Clearly these two sisters are sup- 
posed tobe polar opposites—with 
only their shoe size in common—but 
Hanson and screenwriter Susannah 
Grant (Erin Brockovich) do such a 
superb job of creating depth in the

siblings’ tumultuous relationship 
that their wafer-thin tension 
becomes natural and real.

Film Fest continues with cinematic bon bons

France, 2005 

Directedy by Francois Ozon 

In his previous films, Ozon has viewed the 
same subject matter, love and sexuality, from 
a variety of angles in different genres. He 
seems determined to make every film 
unique, from the rather farcical mystery- 
comedy 8 Women to the deceptively lan- 
guorous psychological thriller Swimming Pool 
to this, 5 X 2, which chronicles five key 
scenes from a doomed marriage with some- 
times painful realism. To do this, Ozon’s nar- 
rative moves backward in time, from the end 
of the marriage to the first sweet, hopeful 
meeting between Giles and Marion. Though 
we know how the story ends for the two 
characters right away, the movie is oddly 
compelling, as Ozon reveals one betrayal 
matched by another. It’s as if the only way 
Ozon could give this movie a happy ending 
was by going in reverse to the relationship’s 
happy beginning. As Ozon put it,”On the 
set,my joke was, ‘We're starting with 
Bergman, we'll end with Lelouch.” 

Stephane Freiss, as Giles, and Valeria Bruni- 
Tedeschi as Marion, deliver subtle but implo- 
sive performances as the doomed husband 
and wife. Their behavior is, at times, shock- 
ing. Unable to face fatherhood, Giles aban- 
dons Marion at the hospital when she gives 
birth to their son. The first infidelity occurs 
on their wedding night. After Giles passes 
out, Marion goes for a walk and submits to 
an aggressive American tourist she meets 
outside the hotel. 

Until the end of the marriage, at the begin- 
ning of the film, the cruelty isn’t willful but 
casual, borne of stupidity, confusion and 
hurt. As badly as both characters behave at 
times, it’s possible to empathize with their 
folly, if not their brutality. Ozon illuminates 
the treasonous crimes these two commit 
against each other, but he also displays a fine- 
ly tuned sense for the grey tones of their 
emotional relationship, that the moment of 
indifference and boredom are as dangerous 
to these two as the dramatic scenes of overt 
betrayal.

SPARKLE HAYTER 
THE BEST OF SECTER AND REST 
OF SECTER 
Canada, 2005 


As an over zealous and confident 22 year old 
attending the University of Toronto in the 
1960s, David Secter would make film history 
by creating Winter Kept Us Warm, a student 
film that went on to screen at Cannes and to 


be lauded as the first gay English-Canadian 
feature film. The Best of Secter and Rest of 
Secter, a biographical documentary by his 
nephew and aspiring director Joel Secter, 
tries to situate the importance of his uncle’s 
contribution to the Canadian film industry. 
However, along this frail and questionable 
immortalization, we clearly see that Secter 
Sr.’s precociousness quickly gave way to a 
lifestyle of exaggerated idealism. Relocating 
to the Lower East Side and establishing Total 
Impact, a co-op/commune where for four 
years, orgies and poor filmmaking combined 
to forge no success, Secter and his troupe 
resembled more of a cult than a production 
company. The films that followed were all 
poorly produced sex comedies that they 
embarrassingly continued to make until the 
late 1990s, Secter undeniably made headway 
with his confidence and aspiration, but in the 
end, he lacked the talent and vision for what 
he so enthusiastically espoused: a Canadian 
Hollywood. Included throughout are inter- 
views with the likes of David Croenenberg, 
Michael Ondaatje, and Philip Glass, and yet, 
this documentary, along with its subject mat- 
ter, can’t help but remind one of another 
Canadian film classic: Porky's.

CACHE (HIDDEN) 
France, 2005 
Directed by Michael Haneke 
With its steely misanthropy and narrative 
obfuscations, Michael Haneke’s work pre- 
sents daunting challenges to even hardy 
cinephiles. Here, the Austrian director dallies 
with the form of the psychological thriller to 
create what is perhaps his most direct and 
accessible film. That said, it’s just as ruthless 
as its predecessors. Georges (Daniel Auteuil) 
is a TV host whose family is terrorized by a 
voyeur who secretly films them then sends 
the tapes to Georges’ house in anonymous 
packages. The mysterious videotapes force 
Georges to contend with a terrible secret 
involving an Algerian boy he knew in his 
childhood. Haneke loves nothing more than 
portraying a bourgeois family in a state of 
collapse and Cache rigorously depicts the 
fraying relationships between Georges, wife 
Anne (Juliette Binoche) and their son. 
Haneke’s attempts to give the tale political 
resonance are less convincing and his refusal 
to deliver a conventional payoff after building 
so much tension almost seems churlish. Even 
so, Caché is a superior thriller with a suitably 
enigmatic agenda.

ELLEKTRA 
Belgium/Germany/Netherlands, 2004 
Directed by Rudolf Mestdagh, Starring Gert 
Portael, Axelle Red, Matthias Schoenaerts, 
Catherine Kools, Serge Henri-Valcke 
In a cold and impersonal Brussels—beautiful- 
ly rendered in tones of blue and grey— 
there’s a blue-haired waif who knows too 
much. Ellen (Kools) has witnessed a heroin 
deal between the gangster Aimé (Henri-Val- 
cke) and his main supplier. Aimé calls in ex- 
journalist and heroin-addict Sam (Portael) 
who must find Ellen in exchange for the 
money she owes him. Woven into the main 
narrative are the stories of five other people 
who have also suffered horridly painful loss- 
es, and who, once the source or instrument 
of their passion is gone, succumb to bitter 
melancholy. Ellen, disregarding her own 
dilemma, becomes Ellektra who promises to 
end all, as pain (in a skewed reference to 
Sophocles), only exists in living. 
In an ambitious film debut, Flemish director 
Rudolf Mestdagh empties a bag of seemingly 
random puzzle pieces on the table and 
meticulously glues the fragmented narrative 
lines and surreal sequence of events into a 
mosaic with a unifying climax. 
Danny Elsen's exquisite photography and 
outrageously creative camera angles, Jan 
Hameeuw's masterfully taut editing, a haunt- 
ingly beautiful soundscape including original 
music by Brian Clifton and a strong ensem- 
ble cast (with a riveting acting debut by Bel- 
gian.rock diva Axelle Red) conspire towards 
a truly European cinematic experience that 
touches the heart and the senses with a visu- 
al sensuality seldom experienced in contem- 
porary film. Unfortunately Mestdagh and 
Daniél Lamberts’ self-conscious screenplay 
undermines an otherwise incredible piece of 
cinema and the rousing finale is bogged 
down with syrupy sentimentality. 
Although flawed, this moody, naive tragi- 
comedy remains a superb example of what 
film can achieve in a world untainted by big- 
budget flicks assaulting audiences with plati- 
tudes disguised in false morality and cheap 
solutions. Ellektra is a strangely touching 
contemporary fairy tale filled with quiet 
humour and moments of grotesque horror 
in which the characters (and the audience) 
are exposed as flawed people living in a cruel 
world in which our only solace is the com- 
fort of others.

FROZEN 

UK, 2005 

Directed by Juliet McKoen, Starring Shirley 
Henderson, Roshan Seth, Ger Ryan, Richard 
Armitage, Rolf Kittle, Jamie Sives 

Set in Morecombe Bay, an icy enclave in 
northwestern England, Frozen is Juliet McK- 
oen's directorial debut exploring that liminal 
landscape between perception and reality 
and how grief without closure can lead to 
obsession and even madness. 

Annie disappeared two years ago. She was 
last seen on.a surveillance tape walking down 
an alley without reappearing at the other 
end, lost in the.blind spot between two cam- 
eras. Since then, her sister Kath (Shirley 
Henderson) has also been frozen in that bor- 
derline mindscape between grieving and clo- 
sure, having surreal visions about being 
trapped underwater or being cut off by an 
estuary, unable to reach the fresh air or the 
red-coated Annie on the other side. Kath 
picks up the investigation, gathering clues and 
sinking, to the dismay of her counselor Vicar 
Noyen (Roshan Seth), deeper into an emo- 
tional limbo from which, he fears, she'll 
never be able to resurface. 

McKoen languidly lures the audience deeper 
and deeper into a world (poetically filmed by 
Philip Robertson) that might be real or might 
only exist in the mind of the protagonist. She 
purposefully blurs our perception by not giv- 
ing us all the facts or when she does, they 
are so ambiguous that they could lead to any 
of a number of conclusions. Is Kath getting 
closer to the truth? Is Kath going insane? 
Scottish actress Shirley Henderson’s por- 
trayal of the childlike Kath is bewitching, 
effortlessly slipping from innocent to alluring, 
from terrified to fragile. She holds the audi- 
ence in the palm of her hand and we cannot 





but ache for her to find the truth, whether it 
be real or just her own. 
Unfortunately McKoen decides that, like 
Kath, the audience needs closure and in the 
last ten minutes she pulls a Hitchcockian 
solution out of a hat—a denouement so 
unexpected (apart from a single line of dia- 
logue that refers to a possible motive) that it 
leaves the audience gasping with shock, part- 
ly because of the inferred horror, but mostly 
due to the bitter aftertaste of seeing some- 
thing beautiful being turned into a trite 
attempt at what the publicity material calls “‘a 
bright thriller.” If only the director trusted 
her audience, this could've been a sublime 
forage into the netherworld of the human 
psyche.

HAUTE TENSION 

France, 2003 

Directed by Alexandre Aja, Starring Cécile 
de France, Maiwenn 

While originality has seldom been the hall- 
mark of modern slashers film—and really, 
it’s better if they don’t even try—the recent 
tendency of the “who will survive and what 
will be left of them?” genre is to openly and 
self-consciously allude to the narrative con- 
ventions and implausibilities of the form. The 
Scream franchise is the most obvious exam- 
ple, but there are plenty more that hoe the 
same row, providing ironic distance from 
sadistic thrills by admitting that slasher 
movies are primarily about creatively gory 
murders and everything else is stock win- 
dow-dressing. 

Alexandre Aja’s Haute Tension, surprisingly 
then, doesn’t resort to tongue-in-cheek self- 
reflexiveness to carry off its visceral shocks. 
That isn’t to say the film doesn’t eventually 
choke on its attempt to escape the straits of 
slasher convention, but neither does it 
undermine the titular tension with repeated 
sly winks to the audience, 

Marie (Cécile de France, setting a new stan- 
dard for asymmetrical European hotness) 
and Alexia (Maiwenn, recapitulating the great 
French tradition of performing under a single 
exotic moniker) are girly-pals off to spend 
the weekend at Alexia’s parents’ farmhouse. 
They just arrive and get settled in when a 
mysterious stranger (Gaspar Noé rep player 
Phillipe Nahon) calmly strolls in, slaughters 
mom, dad, and little brother, and kidnaps 
Alexia. Marie, undetected, stows away in the 
killer’s truck and contrives to free Alexia as 
they're dragged along in the killer's bloody 
wake. 

And bloody it is. Gore is always the ultimate 
point of movies like this and Aja retained 
Italian special effects vet Gianetto De Rossi 
to bring the splatter. De Rossi likes his blood 
dark, gloppy, and copious. Describing even 
one violent death in Haute Tension would be 
a disservice to the reader, since daring your- 
self to watch is very much the point of slash- 
er movies, but fans of De Rossi’s work in 
Cannibal Apocalypse and Zombie should be 
delighted that he brings his nauseatingly high 
standards to bear. 

It ain’t all blood and guts though—Aja and

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co-scenarist/art director Grégory Levasseur 
deliver on the promise of tension by intro- 
ducing the killer early, with a minimum of 
explanation, and scooping Marie out of the 
frying pan only to drop her into the fire. De 
France delivers an intense, embattled perfor- 
mance and Nahon is grimly, efficiently yucky. 
But—oh yes, there must be a but—playing 
things straight is too much for the filmmak- 
ers to bear and they throw in a third act 
twist that renders the whole business inco- 
herent. This shouldn’t trouble fans of Euro- 
horror masters like Dario Argento and 
Lucio Fulci, whose movies routinely degen- 
erate into illogic, but Haute Tension doesn’t 
drift into an increasingly disorienting night- 
mare world, Rather, it pulls a rabbit out of its 
hat, then noisily saws it in half to distract you 
from the holes the rabbit has chewed in the 
plot. You know what I’m getting at. 
Somehow, though, the twist doesn’t totally 
wreck Haute Tension. It's stylish and gross 
and cinematically clever in its highly circum- 
scribed way with jolts aplenty right through 
to the end. You'll get your evisceration and 
mayhem quotient (E&MQ) and, if you have 
such a thing, you're probably accustomed to 
overlooking the odd rabbit in the quest for 
fresh blood.

USA, 2005 


Directed by Phil Morrison, Starring Amy 
Adams, Embeth Davidtz, Benjamin McKenzie 
Madeleine (Davidtz), an art dealer in Chica- 
go, marries fellow art-dealer George 
(Alessandro Nivola), who's originally from 
rural North Carolina. Six months later, they 
finally go down to visit his family, but only 
because it’s easy to get there while she’s try- 
ing to sign a folk painter in the area to her 
gallery of outsider art. Almost before they 
arrive, they’re pulled into all the family ten- 
sions to be expected anywhere. Johnny 
(McKenzie) resents his brother George, and 
is unkind to his very pregnant wife Ashley 
(Adams); the mother rules the household 

while the father retreats to his workshop. 

In some ways this is just a story of culture 
clash, The sweet and naive Ashley tries hard 
to strike up a friendship with her sophisticat- 
ed cosmopolitan new sister who intimidates 
her even before she arrives, while Madeleine 
repeatedly makes little mistakes as she tries 
to ingratiate herself with her new in-laws. 
Predictably enough, there is a moment when 
Madeleine starts to appreciate where her 


new husband has come from. 
But Junebug is not just a sentimental heart- 
warmer. With its attention to telling details, 
it seems both affectionate and ambivalent 
towards George's family. Beneath the obvi- 
ous tensions, they all seem to love each 
other, and all are at least sketched in as char- 
acters (even the sullen Johnny we see in a 
different mood); but it’s unclear what 
George really thinks of the home he’s left 
behind, since until the end we hardly hear 
him say a thing. The serene but puzzling 
landscape shots between episodes just 
underscore the sense that something 
remains mysterious. Without pressing its 
point too hard, Junebug suggests that when it 
comes to people’s home and family, it’s far 
from obvious what makes them tick.

Canada, 1965 
Directed by Don Owen and Donald Brittain 
A classic documentary finally makes its way 
back into the public eye—perfect timing, 
too, coming as does just a few weeks after 
Cohen's 7st birthday on September 21st. 
The National Film Board produced Ladies & 
Gentlemen... spotlights the Canadian poet- 
singer a few years before he exploded in the 
music world, as he returns to Montreal to 
“renew neurotic acquaintances.” It's an inti- 
mate look at Cohen hanging out with friends 
and relations, at poetry readings, wandering 
the streets of Montreal or with friends and 
colleagues like Irving Layton and Pierre 
Berton, It’s a bit of a revelatory experience 
for those whose image of Cohen is taken 
from songs like “Hallelujah”, “So Long Mari- 
anne” and “Sisters of Mercy,” or his classic 
novel, Beautiful Losers.

It’s a rare 
look at a man now so weighed down by 
public reverence that it's almost impossible 
to see him as anything but the symbol of 
wounded romanticism that he is.

SARABAND 
Sweden, 2004 
Directed by Ingmar Bergman, Starring Liv 
Ullmann, Erland Josephson 
When Ingmar Bergman claimed over 23 
years ago that Fanny and Alexander was to be 
his farewell to the cinema, few could have 
missed the irony inherent in his statement 
since this career summation was mainly pro- 
duced to be shown in a significantly longer 
version on Swedish television. In fact, if one 
considers his prodigious work for\ the small 
screen since his so-called retirement, and his 
equally significant theatrical resume, it 
becomes clear that Bergman has never really 
stopped working at home, and that 
Saraband, although billed as his comeback 
vehiele, is really his reintroduction to the 
cinephiles from whom he has become 
estranged since returning to his roots in 
Swedish theatre. His 1974 film Scenes from a 
Marriage, which charted the painful breakup 
of a couple, Marianne (Liv Ullman) and Johan 
(Erland Josephson), and which, incidentally, 
was also intended to be shown on television, 
is, in fact, more theatre than ciriema in that 
the display of the actor's craft is paramount, 
with characters isolated in punishing close- 
ups that often remove all sense of outside 
context from their actions and words, while 
the luminous visuals of longtime Bergman 
collaborator Sven Nykvist are of only sec- 
ondary importance to the aesthetic experi- 
ence as a whole. Saraband, which reunites 
Marianne and Johan, yet focuses on the story 
of Johan’s son Henrik (Borje Ahstedt) and 
his suffocating love for Johan’s granddaughter 
Karin (Julia Dufvenius), is equally a family

Julian Fellowes’ showbiz career began in the 
trenches of British television, acting in dra- 
matic miniseries as well as in adaptations of 
classic novels like Jane Eyre and Little Lord 
Fauntleroy, but it’s as a writer that he has 
received the most recognition. His screen- 
play for Gosford Park won him an Oscar and 
was nominated for six more including Best 
Picture and Best Director. Most recently, 
he's scripted the Reese Witherspoon ver- 
sion of Vanity Fair. 
So it's kind of disappointing that his directo- 
rial debut (also written by him) seems so 
ordinary. Separate Lies lacks a sense of pur- 
pose. Is it a suburban whodunnit? A com- 
mentary on the moral bankruptcy of the 
well-to-do? A portrait of a marriage gone 
wrong? It does none of these things well. 
The performances, on the other hand, are 
excellent. Tom Wilkinson plays James Man- 
ning, a lawyer married to the sweet and 
somewhat girlish Anne (Emily Watson). 
During a weekend at their country house, 
their housekeeper’s husband is killed in a 
hit 
and run. As the details of the crime surface, 
they plot to lie about Anne’s involvement, 
and the truth pulls James into a pact of 
secrecy with his wife—and her lover. The 
deeper he commits to hiding her crime, the 
further he drifts away from his moral ideals, 
and the more impossible it seems to pre- 
serve their relationship. 
You're left wondering what the point it is. 
Is it because upper middle class profession- 
als simply do not think themselves as crimi- 
nals, even when they have committed a 
crime? We've certainly seen enough 
celebrity court cases in our lifetimes to 
understand that money makes a lot of dif- 
ference in hiring a good lawyer, which has 
become just as important as actually being 
innocent. And that an otherwise normal 
marriage being eroded by secrecy, lack of 
communication and boredom? As ubiqui- 
tous as any Dr. Phil show. 
The movie doesn’t even look right, or 
rather, sound right. The dialogue doesn’t 
synch with the picture, and it’s distracting in 
an already flawed story.

There is so much talk in the self-help genre 
about “healing.” But if you look around you, 
there is much more value placed on NOT 
recovering: alcoholics are told that they are 
addicts for life, abuse victims lash out, bro- 





ken hearts are nursed for years on end, 
People are actually more comfortable when 
you don't recover, dysfunction becomes a 
quick label that they use to understand you 
and your motives. We understand pain and 
suffering, we hold it to ourselves like a 
security blanket until it defines who we are. 
Thumbsucker, on the surface, appears to 
hold up another example of dysfunction in 
suburbia. Justin Cobb (Lou Taylor Pucci) is 
a shy 17 year old who still sucks his thumb. 
Flip open your Freud for Dummies: it’s a 
regression into childhood during troubled 
times. His parents seem to be drifting 
apart—Mike Cobb (“He doesn’t like it 
when | call him dad. It.makes him feel old”) 
is living with a failed pro football:career, and 
his wife Audrey (Tilda Swinton) obsesses 
over TV hunk Matt Schramm (Benjamin 
Bratt).

Leslie Feist’s first release 
under her own flag—the ex-punk is 
a music biz vet and frequent collabo-

FEIST! 





The record is a genre-fetishist’s 
dream, as it shuffles seductively 
through every musical feminine wile 
from the past 65 years without 
sounding dated or derivative, even 
when Feist’s richly emotive voice is 
interpreting someone else’s material. 
Let It Die has just been unleashed on 
the United States to near rapturous 
reviews (except those killjoys at

Magnet) and cult television show 
mood-brokering (Nip/Tuck), making 
Feist officially a worldwide phenom- 
enon. Which means that you should 
see her before she fills stadiums and 
does requisite international diva- 
type things, like duets with Sting at 
the 2020 Olympics (no, plans are not 
in the works for that kind of traves- 
ty. Yet.) 

With worldwide phenomena- 
dom comes worldwide touring and 
crazy-busy promotional schedules. 
Between the demands on her per- 
son, international time zones, and 
dodgy phone connections, real-time 
communication with the chanteuse 
was a no-go, but she graciously 
emailed us instead of catching a nap 
or flirting with sexy-accented pilots 
while transiting hemispheres. 


The Gold record in France:

It was a punctuation mark on an 
already astounding suspense- 
thriller. 


Is it personally validating, or more 
abstract, playing to a couple thou- 
sand people versus a couple hun- 
dred? Do you prefer smaller 
venues or massive crowds, like at 
festivals? 

[just love each room, no matter the 
size, to have a character to it that is 
unique to the moment. It can hap- 
pen in bigger places like in Paris at 
the Olympia or in London at the 
Royal Albert Hall, when lots of peo- 
ple manage to make it feel like even 
the person in the back row is giving 
you front row eyes and ears. 


How do you maintain the intimacy 
of the material and still take control 
of these big rooms/big crowds? 
Gigs in big rooms play with the 
abstract idea of a crowd being made 
up of individuals. It’s interesting. 
Each set of ears can hide out in the 
anonymity of the crowd, and, I 
imagine, take their listening to what- 
ever private place they want to as 
they stand shoulder-to-shoulder 
with strangers... maybe looking at 
the back of some tall person’s neck, 
as | always have to at gigs. 


Have you met your definition of 
“success” as an artist making a liv- 
ing off music? Have you had goals 
in mind throughout your career, or 
has your development been fairly 
organic? 

Thad a strange thing happen a cou- 
ple years ago when I had a consis- 
tent mind-block with the word 
“ambition.” I’d be ina conversation 
and get stopped up and say, 
“What's that called when you really 
know what you want and you go 
out and try really hard for it?” So 
obviously “ambition” was having a 
hard time registering on my radar. 


. The other day I had to call my friend 


Gonzales and ask, “What is that 








called when two people each know 
what they want but they meet half 
way?” and he said, “Geez... ‘Com- 
promise’ is the new ‘ambition.’” 


To what extent has your creative 
life been influenced by the commu- 
nity of artists you’ve surrounded 
yourself with? Do you have a sense 
of being part of one musical com- 
munity, or part of many (Broken 
Social Scene, the Berlin ex-pats, 
Paris colleagues...)? 

They each are directing the movies 
of their lives with such a true torch 
as the northern star. They help me 
keep my eyes on the path in front of 
ME, as opposed to looking around 
too much or becoming too aware of 
the cultural tides. Celestially navigat- 
ing my own way and never trying to 
sense where I am by looking at other 
ships bobbing beside me. All collab- 
orations come from a simple core of 
friendship... Any one of this loose- 
knit gang could be the subject of a 
“six degrees of...” chart. 


Looking back on your start in Cal- 
gary, can you see the roots of where 
you are now, or does it surprise 
you? Do you ever listen to the stuff 
you were doing when you were all 
girly-punk and 20 years old? 

I listened to the Placebo album a 
while ago, just to compare my mem- 
ories of that era with the actual 
music, and I hope I'm right in 
assuming we didn’t record the BEST 
of our five years. (Yikes!) Those 
years were amazing—putting on 
our own gigs in community halls, 
playing every weekend at the smok- 
er’s lounge at the university, jam- 
ming at my drummer's parents’ 
house after school and having 
slurpee breaks, borrowing money 
from my mom to make our first cas- 
sette and t-shirts, saving up to buy 
my first van (which had once 
belonged to the Canadian Wrestling 
Federation). Sometimes I miss the 
camaraderie of having that singular 
purpose and naive spark and inex- 
haustible energy. 


Let It Die is a couple years old for 
you, although not for the rest of the 
world, and you still are having to 
promote it—are you itching to get 
another full Feist album out? Is 
your live show evolving as you get 
further away from that material 
and it is less fresh for you? 

The live show has become a bridge 
between Let It Die and the next 
album. It’s revealing itself to me very 
slowly, tiptoeing in to watch me 
sleep and sometimes showing its 
face in soundchecks (when new 
melodies are generally born). But Let 
It Die, as it exists on stage, is being 
rejuvenated by the amazing players 
who have recently joined me on 
tour. I’ve admired these guys for 
years and now | feel like I’ve won 
the lottery to get to play with them 
every night. 
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IT SEEMS LIKE RECORDING AN ALBUM 
when you're part of the Broken 
Social Scene extended family would 
be akin to living on Sesame Street, 
ideal and charmed, with cool folk 
randomly wandering in just to join 
you in conjuring up a delightful 
spur-of-the-moment ditty that’s oh- 
so right. 

Of course, that’s not quite how it 
happens, but a peek at the pals who 
“dropped by” producer Howie 
Beck’s studio during the crafting of 
BSS guitarist Jason Collett’s new 
“solo” release, Idols of Exile, evokes a 
down-homey love-in more than the 
chilliness implied by either noun in 
the album title. Perhaps the presence 
of ex-Bird bandmate Andrew Cash, 
some fellow BSS-ers, Feist, Apostle 
of Hustle, members of Do Make Say 
Think, Stars, and Metric—including 
a mind-blowing, sexily petulant 
Emily Haines on the wasn’t-meant- 
to-be-a-duet-but-it’s-better-this-way 
“Hangover Days”—qualifies the 
Idols part of the equation. 

The Exile remainder can be 
gleaned from the lyrics, which can 
have the gut-impacting desolation of 
a Paul Westerberg song and the clev- 
erness (but not the self-congratulato- 
ry smugness) of Dylan, but are 
wrapped with an intimacy peculiar 
to Collett, delivered to further devas- 
tating effect by his hundred-shades- 
of-grey, sandpaper and fog voice. 
Once you get over how funny some 
of his phrases are, they kill you 
because they are so damn true. Or 
the reverse, where their honesty 
sucker-punches you before they 
leave you grinning (“pair of fuzzy 
dice by the dashboard light’”?).

solo stuff, and I had this epiphany 
about Lennon. He wrote about him- 
self, and I had kept it safe and ‘third 
person.’

So I experi- 
mented with being bolder, more per- 
sonal. And I learned that the more 
personal you get, the more universal 
people experience it as.” 

Still, Collett accounts for the caval- 
cade of talent on Idols as a deliberate 
ward against the navel-gazing thin- 
ness of many songwriter releases. 

“First and foremost I consider 
myself a songwriter. It’s what I enjoy 
most; it’s what I do most,” he 
explains, “but my intention with this 
record was not to sound ‘song- 
writer.’” His expressive inflection of 
the word, true to form, practically 
draws a moustache and devil's 
horns on the term. “Then it all 
sounds like the same goddamn 
song—that’s a mistake many make. 
There was no big grand idea, other 
than few strong parameters: this 
sound we wanted, a great set of 
songs. This revolving door of good 
friends came by, and Howie and I, 
our job was to shape all that, and the 
intention behind the album was that 
each song got a moment to sound 
like itself, but still relate to each 
other.” 

Collett has some new friends lend- 
ing hima hand to reproduce the 
album sound live. “I’m traveling 
with Paso Mino as my backing 
band,” he enthuses. “Theyre young,

WITH HER SMALL MASTERPIECE, THE 
Last Beautiful Day, Australian musi- 
cian Sally Seltmann has given us all 
the fractured grandiosity and arrest- 
ing feyness of Alice in Wonderland’s 
trippy outing in the form of 10 
skewed pop songs that practically 
hemorrhage gorgeousness, contrast- 
ing the bareness of her wistful lyrics 
against the splendour of the prettiest 
sounds you'll hear outside an 
enchanted music box. 

Unabashedly glittery and gen- 
uine, Seltmann’s first full-len 
her 2001 EP, About Last Night, made 
her native and the UK music 
salivate—evokes the kind of balls lit- 
tle girls throw in the privacy of their 
bedrooms, with bears waltzing with 
baby dolls and stuffed tigers court- 
ing my Little Ponys. But that image 
only serves to capture the whimsy 
and innocence of The Last Beautiful 
Day. The album’s emotional lexicon 
and music is deceptive, like a reflect- 
ing pool that turns out to be near- 
bottomlessly deep. Seltmann mixes 
a confection of cut up strings and 
other lush samples, combined with 
her piano and keyboards, guitar, 
and bass and percussion and deliv- 
ers them in her artlessly artful way. 

Shunning the original plan to fin- 
ish recording with a producer who 
has worked with Madonna and 
Bjork, Seltmann sequestered herself 
at the aptly-named Lonely Studio, 
which she shares with husband 
(who's also one of the Avalanches 
sample-heads).

I just know the basics on all my 
tools. That naiveté underpinned the 
mood of album, this feel of creating 
it myself.

While Seltmann is being 
modest (she has an extensive back- 
ground in piano and guitar), her un- 
dogmatic approach led to a few 
happy aural accidents. 

“Some arrangements I had in my 
head,” she admits, “like ‘Recovery,’ 
which was very clear from the start. 
But there were a lot of weird ran- 
dom parts. The ability to record and 
move sounds around was freeing.” 

Much of The Last Beautiful Day 
was written in the studio, and she 
plans on working on songs while 
she’s in the tour van, winding her 
way through North America. “I like 
to write all locked up,” she says, 
“but I don’t want to get as crazy- 
pas ive as I did last time, lost in

Jeffrey Remedios won't cop to any strategy 
to explain the boutique label/artist manage- 
ment company’s new acquisitions outside the 
Broken Social Scene, uh, social scene. 

“We grew from attrition. We released 
our first 10 albums without going outside 
that circle,” he explains. “Valley of the Giants, 
Stars, Jason Collett, Apostle of Hustle, and of 
course BSS. Once | was asked about the Arts 
& Crafts signing philosophy, and | said that 
we had to think a record was absolutely 
great to release it, and the artist had to have 
been or be a current member of BSS. We 
never set out to sign everyone.” 

And then something amazing happened. 
Remedios came across a band from Milton 
(read: Nowheresville), Ontario. “Where 
Cedar Nouns and Adverbs Walk,” he 
recalls. “My introduction to Most Serene 
Republic. It stopped me dead, | was so 
intrigued.” He didn't know a thing about the 
band, and neither did Kevin Drew (BSS, A&C 
co-owner) or Stars’ Torquil Campbell, who 
he left the album with overnight. 

“| woke up to three messages from them, 
progressively getting more excited,” he 
laughs. They became the first band outside 
the fold. 

The label went further afield for the next 
signing—Australia’s New Buffalo. “I didn’t 
know anything about her but | fell in love 
with the album and tracked her down 
through our Australian partners,” he says. 

Remedios positions the signing of New 
York-based American Analog Set as just 
another organic extension of the BSS family. 
“BSS played many shows with them for a 
couple years. When their label folded, we 
stuff of legends.

Mainstream popularity no novelty for star-on-the-rise Corb Lund

CORB LUND ANSWERS HIS CELL PHONE 
just as he’s walking into the Towne- 
house Tavern in Sudbury, Ontario. 
The Townehouse is notorious 
among touring musicians as a gritty, 
down-at-the heels joint, with possi- 
bly the most frightening band room 
and showers on the live music cir- 
cuit. It’s also one of the friendlier 
venues, with a clientele and owner 
that know their music inside out; 
Lund has made regular stops at the 
Townehouse for well over a decade 
now, starting with the smalls, the 
Edmonton metal outfit he once 
played bass for, and now with his 
own quartet, who you would think 
have attained enough of a profile to 
avoid having to crash downstairs in 
the band room. That's what Lund is 
checking into as he juggles his inter- 
view with some pointed questions 
about after gig arrangements. 

Those nagging problems should 
be solved the next time he makes his 
trip out that way, because things are 
changing for Lund. The last few 
months have sealed the deal on his 
profile. It’s long past the point where 
he’s an ex indie-metal kid trying his 
hand at roots music—he’s now offi- 
cially Canada’s fastest rising country 
music singer. 


IS IT 40 BELOW 
AND DOES HE GIVE A... ? 

“It’s starting to eclipse the smalls,” 

notes Lund as he tries to find a qui- 
eter corner of the bar to talk in. “A 

lot of the fans that come to the shows 
don’t even know about the band. 
We played the Commodore in Van- 
couver last week, and it was sold 
out. I think it was the most cowboy 
hats they’d ever had in there—there 
were the usual aging punk rockers, 
folk fest people, tdi kids, and then 


a whole contingent of cowboys from 
Merritt came down. It was a neat 
mix.” 

Lund is very much in the main- 
stream now. You want figures? His 
newest album, Hair In My Eyes Like a 
Highland Steer, went to number one 
on the country charts in its first 
week, and top 30 overall according 
to SoundScan. And, he’s even been 
accepted by the country music estab- 
lishment: there was Lund and his 
band, The Hurtin’ Albertans, stick- 
ing out like sore thumbs amongst 
the Paul Brandts and Emerson Dri- 
ves at the Canadian Country Music 
Awards. He’s not there for window 
dressing, either; Lund won Roots 
Artist of the Year and Independent 
Artist of the Year twice in a row at 
these shows (including this year), 
and he’s begun to challenge the 
hegemony of those prettified, blow- 
dried country-lite imposters in the 
heavy categories. Then there's the 
matter of the high rotation video and 
single, “The Truck Got Stuck.” You 
thought you couldn't escape “Time 
To Switch To Whiskey” or “Five 
Dollar Bill’? Even Lund knows that 
while he’s hit the mother lode with 
this song, which was inspired by 
hanging out with Ramblin’ Jack 
Elliott (“It's a talking blues”). 

He’s also tempting fate by walk- 
ing into novelty-tune country. 

“There's stuff on the new album 
that's a lot more meaningful and has 
more depth,” Lund admits, “but 
that’s what singles are for. It’s cool if 
I have ‘The Truck Song’ around my 
neck for the next ten years.” 

He laughs sheepishly. “Besides, 
it’s a well crafted song, and I’m 
proud of it. More than anything, for 
me, it’s an interesting primer on how 
powerful television is. Most of my 
career I've been the type of artist 
whose audience knows the album. 
There's still a lot of that, but we're 
definitely getting into areas where 
it's Hke—that’s the single. It’s all 


about the video.” 

This observation will no doubt be 
of cold comfort to Lund in ten years 
time, when he finally smashes his 
guitar over the next drunk who calls 
out for that “Truck Song”. 

“Steve Earle’s got a line about 
that,” Lund quickly rejoins, “that it’s 
a sociological indicator how early 
into the set somebody screams 
‘Copperhead Road’ at him.” 


BUT THE TRUCK 
DOESN’T SUCK 

Sure, and we all know how 
cranky Steve Earle can get, but Lund 
is genuinely unaffected in his desire 
to entertain. He makes no distinc- 
ton; the indie kids, aging punk rock- 
ers and cowboys that make up his 
audience are of a piece to him, as is 
the drunk kid in the corner of the 
room yelling for the one song. 

“T’ve never been a snob about 
music—I'm a small town country 
kid myself,” notes the native of 
Taber, Alberta. “I’m happy about the 
fact that this music is being heard on 
mainstream radio by other small 
town kids. I mean, these are the 
ple I'm writing about. I think it’s just 
as much snobbery to say that a kid 
in Black Falls or wherever doesn't 
have the right to his own musical 
taste.” 

True enough, and if Lund still has 
room in his heart for both SNFU and 
lan Tyson then maybe we can all 
find room in our collective hearts for 
the new Corb Lund fans jostling 
with us for favour on the dance 
floor. It'll be a party for everybody— 
you can two step to “The Truck Got 
Stuck”, or sing along to favorites 
from the Modern Pain album if you 
want; just leave the elitist attitude at 
the door. 

“Thing is,” Lund says, “if my next 
album sounds like Kenny Chesney, 
we can discuss this thing again at 
length—then Ill be guilty.” 

TOM MURRAY 
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BLUES, IAZZ FOLK, ETC 


BLUES FANS WILL HAVE NO CHOICE BUT 
to get out and make hay this weekend— 
two great touring acts are booked into local 
venues. 

Billy Flynn will make his Alberta debut 
at the Yardbird. A 30-year veteran of the 
blues business, Flynn is an inspired guitarist 
who plays slide in a variety of open tunings, 
is an accomplished harmonica player, and an 
in-demand session man. Hailing from Green 
Bay, Wisconsin, Flynn has worked with Lit- 
tle Smokey Smothers, Willie Kent, Jimmy 
Dawkins, The Legendary Blues Band, and a 
host of other Chicago players. Most recent- 
ly he’s been involved with the New Legends 
of the Blues, an outfit put together by blues 
manager Tom Radai. Radai was also 
behind assembling the original Legendary 
Blues Band in the ’70s; the outfit worked 
with Muddy Waters, James Cotton, and 
Jimmy Rogers to name just a few. “Things 
are really starting to take off with the New 
Legends of Blues,” enthuses Radai. “The 
group is playing a lot of concert halls and is 
getting onto the festival circuit back east. 
We're also in serious negotiations to get 
our first record out there with Randy 
Chortkoff [Delta Groove Records], so 
things are starting to percolate.” 

Catch Flynn with Graham Guest, keys, 
Chris Brzezicki, bass, and Jeff Lisk, drums, 
this Friday and Saturday (Oct 7 & 8). 

Janiva Magness makes her way to 
Sherwood Parks’ Festival Place for a gig Sat- 
urday night that will undoubtedly raise the 
roof off the intimate concert venue. Some 
may wonder if having the popular and tal- 
ented singer in the area twice in the last 
four months is a wise move on the part of 
Festival Place. The fact is that this time 
around the show will be a whole lot differ- 
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ent than when Magness rocked the Blues on 
Whyte this summer. In June, due to financial 
pressures, Magness was limited to bringing 
only her bassist and arranger, Gary Daven- 
port with her. But, for her two upcoming 
shows in Alberta (the other is at Bow 
Island), she’s flying in with the creme de la 
créme of Southern California blues players: 
Rick Holmstrom, last heard in these parts 
with Rod Piazza and the Mighty Flyers, is 
one of the top guitar slingers on the West 
Coast and will bring his tasty tone and 
inventive playing to the stage; Stephen 
Hodges is one of the best drummers on 
the scene today (his credits include being 
the percussive force behind the John Ham- 
mond “Wicked Grin” sessions and exten- 
sive work with a host of names in the Blues 
Who's Who, including James Harman and 
Buddy Guy); Bennie Yee, on keys, has 
worked with John Lee Hooker and more 
recently Coco Montoya. And, the afore- 
mentioned Gary Davenport will be back on 
bass. Blues fans are warned. If you miss this 
show you'll be kicking yourself all winter. 
While I'm no book reviewer | have to 
put in an enthusiastic “Two thumbs way up” 
for the new BB King biography Treasures. | 
ran into co-author Dick Waterman at the 
Waterfront Blues Festival in Portland Ore- 
gon last July and he was over the moon 
about the forthcoming release at that time. 
As it turns out the blues historian, photog- 
rapher, writer, and promoter had every rea- 
son to be ecstatic—the biography is an 
extensive and revealing look at King, the 
world's greatest blues ambassador. Check- 
ing in at 160 pages, the tome lives up to its’ 
title with 116 pictures and illustrations and a 
60 minute interview disc that includes two 
previously unreleased songs by King. You'll 
also find |2 removable “treasures,” including 
replicas of touring schedules, gig posters, 
equipment riders, and backstage passes 
among others.

“THE OTHER DAY I'M WALKING MY DOG, 
and | see this chicken on the side of the 
road, so | decide to have sex with it,” jokes 
guitarist Jason Nicolas over the phone. “So 
we're having a good time and the chicken’s 
yelling out ‘Party! Party!’ and when we're 
done | throw it off and it dies—and that’s 
how we got our band name. Then | contin- 
ued to walk my dog.” 

Being stranded on the side of the road 
waiting for the CAA truck to show up 
gives You Say Party! We Say Die! time to 
goof around while staring at their flat tire. 
Their first cross-Canadian tour has led 
them into more than one sticky situation: 
brakes conking out earlier on, missing a 
show in Calgary because they were too 
busy digging up a rock in the mountains to 
see what would happen if they pushed it 
down the cliffside, playing to a crowd of 
one person in Winnipeg (the venue was 
double-booked and they got bumped to an 
afternoon slot where no one showed up), 


as well as doing ungodly things to John A. 
McDonald's statue in Ottawa's Parliament 
Building (they've got pictures—| want to 
see them). 

The sextet that is said to play “anything, 
anywhere, whenever” seems to also be 
able to do exactly that. Since the release of 
their album, Hit The Floor'!, they have seen 
their name climb up the Earshot charts at 
record speed, getting reviewed positively 
by the Nazi music nerds at Pitchfork and 
getting a number one slot on Vancouver's 
CITR radio. 

Started in vocalist Becky Ninkovic’s par- 
ent's basement in 2003, the dance-punk 
outfit has also secured opening slots for 
Seattle's Pretty Girls Make Graves (to 
which, whether they like it or not, they 
bear an eerie resemblance), DOA and 
SNFU early on, their “non-confrontational 
mayhem” party music hitting all the right 
notes, 

“We've heard that reference before but, 
actually, none of us listen to them a lot,” 
says keyboardist Krista Loewen of the 
PGMG comparison. “I’m a fan of theirs, | 
like them, but it’s interesting—we often get 








compared to bands we don't listen to or 
have never heard of.” 

“It's pretty shocking,” admits Nicolas, 
fully aware of the praise they are getting. 
“It's kinda weird for a band like us—from 
Abbotsford [BC], such a small city—to get 
so much attention from this album. It’s flat- 
tering and it’s shocking, but it’s fui, 
though.” 

Avowed influences include everything 
from The B-52s to math rock by way of 
good ol’ straight-up punk, making You Say 
Party! We Say Die! a band whose name 
ends up making a whole lot of sense— 
somehow. 

“It’s like oral sex,” explains Nicolas, and 
for a second | believe he’s talking about 
what he did to rusty old McDonald. “A-U- 
R-A-L, aural sex. That’s how | would 
describe the band.” Ah.

ITS BEEN BARELY HALF A YEAR SINCE KEY- 
boardist-vocalist Karla Miller joined her 
husband Allan (drums) and friend Liam 
Bryant (bass) to form Mothra, but it seems 
like the prog/metal/punk outfit, which has 
drawn comparisons to King Crimson and 
Fugazi, have already hit the jackpot. The 
Vancouver trio got a hand up when Fish- 
bone bassist Norwood Fisher scored a 
copy of their demo from his friend, Moth- 
ra’s manager Audra Jager. Events have 
moved quickly since then. 

“We just met up with him in Seattle in 


August,” relates Miller, who along with 
husband Al moved to the coast from 
Edmonton just a few years back. “It was a 
good meeting—he ended up doing karaoke 
with us.” 

Evidently Fisher was impressed with 
what he heard, especially, according to 
Miller, with Bryant's unique bass style. Fish- 
er signed on to co-manage the band and 
has made tentative plans to add Mothra to 
his still-in-the-works record label. 

Great news indeed, but the band isn’t 
waiting around for rock stars to pat them 
on the head and give them cookies. Along 
with gigs opening for the likes of SNFU and 
the Misfits, in their short life span they've 
already released a self-titled album and 
recorded at the Hive with producer Colin 
Stewart (Hot Hot Heat, Black Mountain, 





Fugazi). 

“He says we're the heaviest band he's 
ever recorded,” says Miller with some 
pride. “It worked out well. We got an 
interesting result—a low fi thing that we're 
happy with.” 

Plans are being made to record a four- 
song EP in California in the winter, and 
Miller says that, given the relative newness 
of the band, anything could happen once 
they start in on intensive songwriting. “It 
could go anywhere at this point,” she 
admits.

“TO A CERTAIN EXTENT, ONE OF THE 
Most raw political acts, is the actual unin- 
hibited playing of music,” says guitarist 
Eamon McGrath very seriously. “That's 
why a band like godspeed! you black 
emperor is so much more overtly political 
than any of the crust punk bands out there. 
It causes you to think more when you're 
not being told how to think. People 
respond better to ideas when the ideas are 
their own, Instrumental music forces that.” 

For McGrath (formerly of The Morel- 
los), guitarist Jon Beleshko, and drummer 
Taylor Schaerer (who also sits behind Lon- 
don Disturbance Force’s kit), punk rock 
doesn’t necessarily equate spiky hair and 
studded leather. 

It’s rather an understanding of “punk” as 


a state of mind, a rebellious and constant 
quest for change. 

“| don't like the idea of people that 
are—in their eyes—creating this change 
when in fact, they're not changing at all.” 

Formed only a few months ago as a 
reaction against the redundancy of the 
local punk rock scene, Red Medicine create 
harsh, furious noise extravaganzas which 
have taken root in the members’ punk ori- 
gins, and then evolve them into huge sonic 
build-ups closer to free-form jazz and 
experimental music. 

Think Wolf Eyes meets Mogwai and you 
get the picture. 

Not having to verbally express a mes- 
sage seems to suit the band just fine, as 
they would rather rely on the listener's 
own interpretation of the music than shove 
some kind of thought pattern down your 
throat. 

“One of the ways that we convey our 
message—or whatever it may be in our 





music that you can find—is through our 
live performance and the way we interact 
with each other on stage,” says Beleshko. 
“We just freak the hell out.” 

Their interpretation of punk rock might 
rub some people the wrong way but, upon 
experiencing Red Medicine, they've got a 
point the true noisemakers of today don’t 
necessarily need words to make a state- 
ment. 

“Black Dice and Wolf Eyes—all these 
post-modern noise bands—this is where 
punk rock is going,” says McGrath. “This is 
punk rock. Fine art in dirty clubs.”

WE CAME TO TASTE THE ROCK AND, 
man-oh-man, were we served a hot plate 
of noodle-y goodness. 

When Tricky Woo took the stage near 
the stroke of midnight, decked out in ‘70s 
psychedelia get-ups—complete with 
fluffy scarves, paisley shirts, bell-bottoms, 
and untamed flowing hair—there was no 
doubt the Montreal quartet was back in 
full force after a four years hiatus. 

Dueling back and forth, guitarists 
Andrew Dickson and Adrian Popovich 
unleashed the chemical reaction of the 
wildest rock ‘n’ roll they could possibly 
have conjured up, praying at the altar of 
the almighty God of Rawk. 

There was a palpable electricity to the 
Woo's performance, in the way Dickson 
and Popovich leaned on each other 
through the unwavering assault of “Pink 
Thunder” (from this year’s First Blush) 
until they re-visited 1999's Sometimes I 
Cry for a non-stop five-song attack that 
barely let the audience catch its collective 
breath. 

Heads bobbed and trashed through 
the fury, fists were held high in the air, 
and rock was served by the pint-load 


until the end, when Tricky Woo effective- 
ly got down on their knees for a devastal- 
ing rendition of “Lady Of The Wind,” 
where Dickson and Popovich, transcend- 
ing time and space, made sweet love to 
their respective guitars and whipped the 
audience into a frenzy. 

For C’MON, it was business as 
usual—and business was good. Front- 
man Ian Blurton, bassist Katie-Lynn 
Campbell, and drummer Randy Curnew 
have become the scruffy darlings of the 
Canadian rock scene and never fail to sat- 
isfy their Edmonton fans’ cravings for 
their melodic ferocity. 

Blurton might have seemed a little 
more loosey-goosey than usual, being fed 
shots of Jager delivered on-stage by 
recent tour-mate Lyle “Whitey” Bell, but 
he still found a way to blaze through his 
solos by creating a wall of feedbacking 
crunch harmonics, bending the living 
crap out of his Gibson SG. Campbell was 
her usual hair-whipping, bass-totting 
rock goddess self, while Curnew furious- 
ly pounded his skins like a madman. 

By the end of the night, everybody 
was good and drunk and, through the 
haze, we-got the sense we could've gone 
on forever. 

Yes, the rock tasted good—a bit salty 
and sticky, yet sweet—and it was more 
than enough to tide us over until the next 
time.

De La Soul ushered in an era 
of hip hop with thought

ALBUM #17 (OUT OF 100) 
WHEN DE LA SOUL POPPED UP ON THE 
international pop and hip hop stage 
in 1988, they paved the way for an 
emerging new movement rooted in 
the political, anti-bourgeois, urban, 
multicultural Afro-American experi- 
ence. They clearly broke the conven- 
tions of hip hop and managed to free 
themselves from rap’s stuffy, ortho- 
dox norms for sampling. 

In an early MTV-interview, made 
in the home of one De La Soul mem- 
ber, the Long Island trio explained 
how rap music needed to change. 
Without a doubt, even De La Soul 
loved the funk infused “James 
Brown-sound” that characterized 
the majority of rap music in the late- 
‘80s, but they had no intention what- 
soever to retrace the steps of others. 

Then their DJ, Trugoy the Dove, 
allowed the MTV audience to sam- 
ple some of De La Soul’s homemade 
hip hop smorgasbord: he picked out 
an old Walt Disney soundtrack with 
beats as funky as anything you'd 
find on an James Brown recording. 
The point the group—D] Dove, and 
rappers Posdnuos and Pace Master 
Mase—were trying to make was that 
if you only dug a little bit deeper, 
you'd find a little bit of everything. 
Dig a little bit deeper still, and you 
can pretty much do anything. 

It was this particular brand of 
gold digger mentality, searching 
through long-forgotten musical 
morsels for that one elusive nugget, 
coupled with their creativity and 
imagination that allowed De La Soul 
to widen the range of rap. They took 
a good look at where the genre had 
established its borders and decided 
to tear them apart; ignoring the con- 
ventions, the unwritten rules, the eti- 
quette; they tipped the tables, spilled 
the drinks, crushed the china, and 
left the door wide open. 

De La Soul created their own lan- 
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MUST OWN LPs 





guage, which was completely neces- 
sary to complement and fulfill their 
musical vision. With their own pri- 
vate jokes and codes they attacked 
the idiom itself with the kind of irre- 
sistible and charming eloquence that 
only a tight-knit group of friends can 
develop. 

Ina similar fashion, De La Soul 
sought out ideas and music to sam- 
ple among themselves. Unlike the 
rappers that foraged through record 
shops in search of stuff they’ve never 
heard before, De La Soul scourged 
through their own memories and 
their parents’ record collections for 
sources of inspiration. In another 
interview, a month or so after the 
release of Three Feet High and Rising, 
Posdnuos explained that everything 
they'd sampled were things they 
remembered hearing as children: 
“All the records on the album came 
from me, Mase and Dove and Paul. 
Childhood songs that we heard.” 

The album itself is framed by a 
parody of a quiz-show ("How many 
times did the Batmobile catch a 
flat?”) and starts with the group’s 
theme-song, “The Magic Number.” 
Then: Detroit Emeralds, Johnny 
Cash, Liberace, Steely Dan, Hall & 
Oates, The Turtles, nursery rhymes, 
Disney, and French language cours- 
es—in De La Soul's hands they all 
turn to magic. The kind of magic 
that makes Three Feet High and Rising 
anything but an average hip hop 
album.

Then 
toss on Prelude (which, true to title, packages 
the Aussie band’s homeland EPs on one disc 
for a North American audience) and channel 
the halcyon days of the nihilistic side of the 
late-’60s with druggy riffs, tripped-out ana- 
logue effects, and percussive reliance on the 
rhythmic holy trinity of kick drum, cymbal, 
and tambourine.

THE NAZARENES ARE NOAH ISAC 
Tewolde and Medhane Tewolde, two 
Swedish Rastas that are total control freaks. 
For example, the first song on Songs of Life, 
“Song of Judgement Day,” features all instru- 
ments and vocals performed by Noah. The 
following song is the same, but performed by 
Medhane, and it goes back and forth for the 
whole album. It seems a little strange, but 
surprisingly the songs don’t seem overdone 
or limited as a result. And the album has a 
good sense of flow throughout, not sounding 
like two halves awkwardly jammed together. 
The lyrics are predictably righteous, with evil 
vampires and anti-drug anthems mixed with 
the usual religious fervor. 

Perhaps roots reggae music has been 
fetishized to the point where anything that 
doesn’t sound like it has had six layers of 
dust scraped off the master tapes is dis- 
missed as not authentic enough. Thankfully 
Nazarenes leave the synth drums and key- 
board horns at home, and the album sounds 
like a decent, modern take on the genre.

THE FREE DESIGN WAS A FAMILY-BASED 
pop group that flared up in the late-’60s, 
releasing seven LPs’ worth of bright, melodic 
pop; though they practically vanished after 








1972, the group's reputation among crate- 
digging aficionados never waned; this admira- 
tion culminated in the release of three remix 
EPs featuring the likes of Caribou, Super 
Furry Animals, Stereolab, and proven ‘60s 
pop remixer Danger Mouse. 

The Now Sound Redesigned collects these 
efforts on a single disc with the redesigns 
running the gamut from straight-up covers 
to complete re-imaginings. Stones Throw 
stalwart Madlib places the vocals from 
“Where Do | Go” in front of his trademark 
production, while labelmate Peanut Butter 
Wolf buries samples from “Umbrellas” 
amidst spacey soul jazz; both account for 
some of the album's best moments. But, 
with the variety of artists here, it is not sur- 
prising that some tracks miss the mark, as is 
the case with Sharpshooters’ and Koushik’s 
relatively uninspired hip-hop efforts. Occa- 
sional missteps aside, however, The Now 
Sound Redesigned LP provides a sunshiny 
glimpse of the Free Design's oeuvre, and is 
an engaging listen in its own right

to be told by voices as disparate, but equaling 
interesting, as X-Ray Spex's Poly Styrene and 
Black Flag’s Henry Rollins certainly deserves 
yet another listen. The extras are pretty 
great too, with features on punk’s fashion(s), 
its breakdown of gender roles, a look at its 
effect on culture and art, as well as a short 
film by Dick Rude— narrated by the Circle 
Jerks’ Keith Morris—on the volatile LA scene 
of the late '70s/early '80s. 
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HAT TRICK 
Smithsonian Folkways has a 
few history lessons of their own 
to tell on three new CDs, and 
none of ‘em are about how the 
Stooges begat the Dolls who 
begat the Ramones. Rolas De 
Aztlan: Songs of the Chicano 
Movement, for example, com- 
plies the protest songs of 
migrant farm workers of the 
"60s and 70s. It has some beau- 
tiful moments, but 
if tunes about the 
great table grape strike of '68 
aren't up your alley you may 
want to check out either Dark 
Holler: Old Love Songs and 
Ballads or Snooks Eaglin:

Thou soundtrack solely for Ralph Stanley's 
“O Death” and have been yearning for more 
of its ilk, These stark, emotive mountain 
howls provide some real “raw power” of a 
very different sort. And, as an added bonus, a 
DVD of John Cohen's film, The End Of the 
Old Song, which profiles Dillard Chandler 
(who appears on 14 of the tracks on the 
audio side), is included for further context. 
Equally melancholic, but baroque by com- 
parison with it's instrumentation (only one 
guitar, but that’s one more than any of the 
cuts on Dark Holler) is New Orleans Street 
Singer, a reissue of 1959 Folkways album. 
Eaglin, a French Quarter musician whom Big 
Easy fixture Allen Toussaint called a “human 
jukebox,” virtuosically picks through some 
two-dozen plus standards; but, whether he's 
a through T-Bone Walker's “Mean 
= 5 Old World” or Amos Mil- 
burn’s “Let Me Go, 
Whiskey,” Eaglin’s haunted 
voice and showy playing 
most readily recalls a blues- 
man from another saturated 
state, the Delta's Robert 
Johnson. Regardless, the reis- 
sue serves also serves a time- 
ly reminder of the rich legacy of New 
Orleans currently endangered by the after- 
math of Katrina.
